I 
have  already  writren  to  some.  The  boy  I 
became  very  good  friends  with  is  going  to 
visit  me  and  have  a  holiday  with  us  as  soon 
as  he  can.  His  father  is  the  man  who  signs 
up  the  players  for  the  Cosmos  Team. 

I  have  never  felt  so  important  as  we  did 
when  we  were  driven  around  New  York  in 
a  lirafisine.  We  stopped  outside  the 
Empire  State  Building  and  the  driver 
wouldn't  let  us  out  until  he  opened  the 
door.  Everyone  around  was  looking  to  s* 
who  was  getting  out  and  then  we  stepped 
out . 

I  went  to  a  baseball  game.  Ireally  enjoyed 
it.  Especially  the  arguments  on  the  field. 


The  crowd  gets  really  excited. 

Disneyland  was  great.  We  spent  3  days 
there.  I  think  I  was  everything  there  was 
to  see  and  rode  on  most  rides. 

I  know  when  I  see  JOhn  Warren  again,  he 
will  remind  me  of  things.  I  won't  forget 
the  holiday  I  had,  but  most  of  all  I  won't 
forget  Pele  and  the  Professor.  I  learned  a 
lot  about  soccer  and  I  am  sure  if  I  practice 
everything  I  learned  I  will  be  a  good  player 
one  day.  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Daily 
Telegraph,  Sydney  City  Soccer  Club, 
Continental  Airlines  and  Johnny  Warren 
for  a  trip  of  a  lifetime.

MARIO  KEMPES: 


A  TM-WEEK 

won 

World  Cup’s  MVP  in  danger  of  slipping 
back  into  semi-anonymity

□  Each  World  Cup  unveils  a  new 
"superstar.”  In  1966,  England's  Geoff 
Hurst  emerged  from  partial  obscurity; 

1 970  saw  Jairzinho  of  Brazil  as  one  of 
the  all-time  greats,  and  in  1974,  the 
talents  of  Pole  Kazimierz  Deyna  gained 
universal  acclaim. 

Under  the  spotlight  of  the  1 978  World 
Cup,  the  genius  of  Mario  Kempes 
flourished  and  earned  recognition 
around  the  globe. 

Previously  little  known  outside  his 
native  Argentina  and  Spain,  where  he 
resides  and  plays  club  soccer,  Kempes 
now  enjoys  fame  throughout  the  world 
after  topping  the  goatscoring  chart  in 
the  last  World  Cup,  of  which  he  was 
also  voted  MVP 

Mario  Kempes  was  born  in  the  small 
town  of  Bell  Ville,  located  midway 
between  Buenos  Aires  and  Cordoba,  on 
July  15,  1954,  and  received  a  tradi¬ 
tional  Argentine  soccer  education  — 
kicking  a  tin  can  around  the  streets  of 
the  impoverished  area  he  grew  up  in. 

He  always  dreamed  of  being  a 
center-forward,  and  has  never  played 
out  of  that  position. 

Argentina’s  major  soccer  clubs 
initially  failed  to  realize  Kempes’ 
potential  and  he  was  allowed  to  drift 
around  amateur  league  clubs  until  19 
years  of  age,  when  he  became  a 
professional  with  a  modest  regional 
league  team,  Instituto  Cordoba. 

Eleven  goals  in  15  games  for  Institute 
aroused  the  interest  of  stronger  clubs, 
and  one  of  them ,  Rosario  Central , 
gambled  and  signed  the  exciting  but  raw 
Kempes. 

Kempes’  first  match  was  against 
former  world  champion  club 
Estudiantes  de  la  Plata.  He  scored  a 
hat-trick.  This  sensational  debut  was 


consolidated  by  a  string  of  superb 
performances  and  within  a  month  of  the 
Estudiantes  game,  Kempes  was 
selected  to  play  for  Argentina’s  national 
team,  thus  marking  one  of  the  most 
meteoric  rises  to  stardom  in  Argentine 
soccer  history. 

Kempes’  first  appearance  in  the  blue 
and  white  striped  jersey  of  Argentina 
came  against  Bolivia  in  an  important 
World  Cup  qualifying  game  in  1 973 .  The 
high  altitude  of  La  Paz  drained  the 
stamina  of  the  debutant  and  he  was 
replaced  at  half-time,  having  done 
enough  to  convince  all  watching  that  he 
had  a  definite  international  future. 

Rosario  Central,  aided  by  Kempes’ 
goals,  became  Argentine  league 
champion  in  1 973.  The  following  season 
the  team  could  only  manage  a  runner- 
up  spot  despite  the  efforts  of  its 
center-forward,  who  netted  54  times  in 
48  games  to  finish  top  scorer  in  the 
league. 

Kempes  had  now  established  himself 
as  the  leading  central  striker  in 
Argentina,  and  he  was  an  automatic 
choice  for  the  Argentine  squad  for  the 
1 974  World  Cup  finals  in  West 
Germany. 

En  route  to  Germany,  Argentina 
appeared  in  a  number  of  warm-up 
games,  including  one  memorable 
encounter  with  England  at  Wembley 
Stadium.  The  English  team,  leading  2-0 
after  58  minutes,  looked  to  be  cruising 
toward  a  comfortable  victory,  only  for 
Kempes  to  strike  twice  and  salvage  a  tie 
for  the  South  Americans. 

The  World  Cup  of  1 974  gave  Kempes 
plenty  of  experience.  Little  joy, 
however,  came  his  way  as  he  failed  to 
score  in.  any  of  Argentina’s  six  games. 
Still  only  20  years  old,  Kempes  at  times 


looked  clumsy,  but  few  doubted  that  the 
young  Argentine  possessed  a.great  deal 
of  natural  skill. 

Back  in  Argentina,  Kempes 
continued  to  score  regularly  and 
retained  his  leading  goalscorer  title  with 
35  goals  in  50  games.  He  also  made  the 
center-forward  position  on  the  national 
team  his  very  own. 

The  first  22  games  of  the  1 976 
season  brought  Kempes  21  goals  before 
Spanish  club  Valencia  made  a  bid  for 
his  services  amid  the  utmost  secrecy. 
Prior  to  attempting  to  sign  Kempes, 
Valencia  had  been  on  the  verge  of 
inking  Rainer  Bonhof,  the  midfield  star 
of  Borussia  Moenchengladbach  and 
West  Germany.  Terms  had  been  agreed 
on  when  the  West  German  Federation 
stepped  in  to  persuade  Bonhof  to 
remain  home  until  after  the  1978  World 
Cup. 

Bitterly  disappointed,  Valencia  turned 
its  attention  to  kempes  and  was

determined  that  this  time  negotiations 
between  all  parties  concerned  would  be 
conducted  behind  closed  doors. 

Like  the  majority  of  Argentine  clubs, 
Rosario  Central  is  in  perpetual  financial 
strife  and  was  in  no  position  to  refuse 


Valencia’s  $700,000  offer  for  its  star 
player. 

The  club  did  not  reveal  the  trade  until 
Kempes,  his  parents  and  younger 
brother  had  all  been  securely  smuggled 
into  Spain ,  The  Argentine  Soccer 
Association  responded  by  announcing 
that  no  more  international  players  would 
be  permitted  to  emigrate  until  after  the 
World  Cup,  while  national  team  coach 
Luis  Menottl  decreed  that  no  players 
operating  abroad  would  be  considered 
for  his  World  Cup  team. 

Valencia,  four  times  Spanish  league 
champion  —  the  last  time  in  1971  — 
and  twice  winner  of  the  European  Fairs’ 
Cup  (now  the  UEFA  Cup),  had  fallen  on 
lean  times  and  was  attempting  to  buy  its 
way  back  to  success. 

One  year  prior  to  obtaining  Kempes, 
Valencia  had  bought  Dutch  Inter¬ 
national  striker  Johnny  Rep  from  Ajax 
Amsterdam,  and  Kempes  and  Rep  were 
to  be  Valencia’s  twin  strikers  until  Rep 
was  transferred  to  French  club  Bastia  in 
1 977.  Ironically,  they  were  next  to  meet 
as  opposite  numbers  in  the  1 978  World 
Cup.flnal. 

Although  Valencia  continued  to 
struggle,  Kempes  thrived  in  his  new 
environment  and  was  Spain's  leading 
goalscorer  in  his  initial  season  with 
24  goals. 

Internal  pressure  forced  Menotti  to 
change  his  mind  about  including 
Argentines  playing  overseas  In  the 
,  World  Cup  squad,  and  both  Kempes  and 
Osvaldo  Piazza  of  St-Etienne  (France) 


were  invited  to  represent  the  host  nation, 

Valencia  was  adamant  that  Kempes 
would  not  be  available  to  join  his 
teammates  until  the  Spanish  domestic 
season  had  been  completed  —  in 
mid-May,  less  than  a  month  before  the 
start  of  the  series,  The  Spanish  club 
then  announced  that  it  would  be  willing 
to  release  Kempes  only  if  granted  a 
substantial  compensation  for  his 
absence  while  it  was  on  an  overseas 
tour.  This  shock  coincided  with  Piazza’s 
arrival  in  Buenos  Aires,  where  he  was 
informed  that  his  wife  and  children  had 
been  seriously  injured  in  a  car  accident 
in  France.  Piazza  immediately  returned 
to  Europe  and  missed  the  World  Cup 
tournament. 

Kempes,  too,  would  have  been  an 
absentee  had  not  the  Spanish  Soccer 
Association  diplomatically  informed . 
Valencia  that  kempes’  non-appearance 
would  make  life  extremely 
uncomfortable  for  the  Spanish  team  in 
Argentina  for  the  World  Cup. 

Consequently,  Kempes  joined  the 
Argentine  squad  just  three  weeks  before 
it  was  due  to  play  its  first  game  in  the 
competition,  after  once  again  having 
topped  the  Spanish  league  goalscoring 
list  with  28  goals  frorrj  34  games. 

The  rest  is  now,  as  the  cliche  goes, 
history, 

‘  At  24  years  of  age,  Kempes  stands  at 
the  crossroads  of  his  career.  His  30 
international  appearances  have  netted 
him  20  goals.  However,  if  Kempes 


remains  domiciled  in  Europe,  as  he 
doubtless  will  for  at  least  the  next  three 
years  after  recently  signing  a  new 
contract  worth  $1  million  with  Valencia, 
his  future  as  an  Argentine  international 
will,  at  best,  be  restricted. 

Valencia  shows  little  sign  of  a  revival 
and  offers  limited  opportunity  for 
Kempes  to  develop  his  game. 

A  trade  to  another  team  is  unlikely,  as 
very  few  clubs  coutd  meet  the  price 
Valencia  would  place  for  losing 
Kempes’  services. 

Tragically,  Mario  Kempes  will 
probably  slip  back  into  the  comparative 
obscurity  that  he  escaped  for  three 
glorious  weeks  when  he  became  the 
toast  of  the  soccer  world .  B

ONE  IN  THREE  PLAYS  SOCCER 


Almost  one  in  three  Australian  youngsters  from  eigh  to  16  years  is  playing  soccer. 

These  figures  have  been  assessed  by  ASF  Junior  Development  Officer  Brian  Emery. 

At  March  1978  1 ,150,000  of  the  make  population  were  in  this  age  group. 

This  year  there  are  183,000  registered  juniors  and  195,000  school  players,  and  percentage-wise 
the  total  of  378,000  works  out  at  an  excellent  33%  of  the  section  of  the  population  involved. 
Perhaps  allowance  should  be  made  for  school  players  who  are  over  16,  but  if  any  adjustment 
were  necessary  the  percentage  would  still  remain  above  30. 

The  ASF  figures  can  more  easily  be  examined  by  comparing  the  juniors  (excluding  schoolboys) 
totals  against  the  individual  State's  8- 18  populations. 

In  this  category  NSW  is  far  ahead  with  95,500  players  and  a  24.5  playing  percentage, 
victoria  (9.37)  and  Western  Australia  (10.24)  are  lowest  on  the  scale. 

Tasmania  has  grown  tremendously  to  18.7%,  and  ACT,  once  low  on  the  soccer  scale,  are  up  to 
an  excellent  21 .5. 

The  total  number  of  schools  and  junior  players  has  reached  378,347. 

Other  figures  are  Northern  Territory  (19.5),  South  Australia  (13.8)  and  Queensland  (11.8)
